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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regards to the applicant's argument of the 
concaves of the Dickey et al. reference, the argument is not persuasive because the concaves of the Dickey et al. reference start from the 
inner circumference side of the seal and extend radially outwardly just as the applicant's concaves. The applicant further argues that the 
concaves are not separated by columnar surfaces in the Dickey et al. reference, the argument is not persuasive because as clearly shown 
in the Fig. provided in the Final Office Action, Z separates the ends of the concaves. With regards to the applicant's argument of the 
second inclined portion, the argument is not persuasive because the B and C are circumferentially inward compared to Z in the figure 
provided and therefore is interpreted as being provided on an inner circumferential side of each columnar surface. In response to the 
applicant's argument that the Dickey et al. reference does not include certain features of Applicant's invention, the limitations on which the 
applicant relies (i.e., the converging portion converging toward the innermost points of the column portion) are not stated in the claims. It 
is the claims that define the claimed invention and it is claims, not specifications that are anticipated or unpatentable . 
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
